War Criminals’ Trial 


The United States Navy’s mighty 45,000-ton battleship, the U.S.S. Missouri, will end her World 
War II career in a blaze of glory, August 31, 1945, in Tokyo Bay, when she serves as the scene 
of the historic unconditional surrender of Japan to the United Nations. Proudly bearing the 
name of the home State of President Harry S. Truman, the fighting U.S.S. Missouri, has been 
named by General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, Supreme Allied Commander, as the locale of 
the formal ending of the war in the Pacific. Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Commander-in-Chief 
of the United States Pacific Fleet and Pacific Ocean Areas, will sign for the United States; 
General of the Army MacArthur, for the Allied forces which fought in the Pacific. The U.S.S. 
Missouri was launched January 29, 1944, Construction was ordered June 12, 1940. Her keel was 
laid on January 6, 1941, at the New York Navy Yard.

DEPENDENCY BENEFITS 
OFFICE OPEN TO OCT. 2 

Temporary headquarters of the 
Field Investigation branch of the 
War Department Office of De¬ 
pendency Benefits in the Engi¬ 
neers Building. 751 S. Figueroa 
St., will remain open through Oc¬ 
tober 2. 

As, soldiers leave the service, 
however, the benefits are discon¬ 
tinued. Eligibility ceases at the 
end of the month in which dis¬ 
charge occurs. 

Under the Servicemen’s Depen¬ 
dents Allowance Act of 1942, as 
amended, family allowances are 
payable for six months after the 
termination of war, to those de¬ 
pendents whose soldiers are still 
in the Army and in a pay status. 
This may be some time after the 
actual fighting ends, since war is 
terminated as of the date set by 
Congress.
